Danites in 1838: A Partial List 

This list is only a fraction of the total number of Mormon males who were initiated as Danites in 
June-October 1838. As of 4 September 1838, Danite John N. Sapp estimated their number at 
800-1,000. A month later, 170 men and their families arrived from Kirtland, Ohio, and several of 
these men became Danites soon afterwards. Mormon boys as young as fourteen were initiated 
and participated in looting-raids and gun-battles, as indicated by Oliver B. Huntington and Ezra 
G. Williams. The significance of Danite experience can be measured by how many of the 
following men served in Mormon leadership (especially in security forces) after 1838. However, 
in the interest of space this list indicates only their positions in 1838. 

Because Danite membership is controversial, each male is listed with the knowledgeable 
source(s) that identify him as a Danite. This appendix contains forty-five sources, unlike other 
appendices which have hundreds of sources. An explanation of the source abbreviations appears 
at the end of this appendix. 

Information on church positions is compiled from Donald Q. Cannon and Lyndon W. Cook, eds., 
Far West Record: Minutes of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 1830-40 (Salt 
Lake City: Deseret Book Co., 1983), and Joseph Smith, et al., History of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, Period I: History of Joseph Smith the Prophet, and... Period II: From 
the Manuscript History of Brigham Young and Other Original Documents, ed. B. H. Roberts, 7 
vols. (Salt Lake City: Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 1902-32; 2d ed. rev. [Salt Lake 
City: Deseret Book Co., 1978]), hereafter History of the Church. High council membership and 
participation were not constant during the period, but involved men who were sustained and 
released, as well as pro-tem assignments.

ER:Ebenezer Robinson, "Items of Personal History of the Editor," The Return 1 (Oct. 1889): 
145-47, that he and all the other signers of WAD were Danites, and in The Return 2 (Feb. 1890): 
218-19, he corrected the spelling of some of the names in the list, but misspelled others. 
Remained faithful to Joseph Smith throughout his life, rejected Brigham Young's leadership in

EW:Ezra Williams testimony, in Document Containing the Correspondence, Orders, &c In 
Relation to the Disturbances With the Mormons, 143-44. Remained a faithful Mormon in 
Nauvoo and Utah. 

GAS:George A. Smith "History," LDS archives, and George A. Smith family papers, 
Manuscripts Division, Marriott Library. LDS apostle. GMH:George M. Hinkle testimony, in 
Document Containing the Correspondence, Orders, &c In Relation to the Disturbances With the 
Mormons, 125-129. Rejected Joseph Smith in late 1838, but maintained belief in Mormonism 
and affiliated with several Restoration churches. 

GWR:George W. Robinson's recorded statement, 27 July 1838 (possibly dictated by Joseph 
Smith), on why "we have a company of Danites in these times," in Smith's "Scriptory Book," in 
Scott H. Faulring, ed., An American Prophet's Record: The Diaries and Journals of Joseph Smith 
(Salt Lake City: Signature Books/Smith Research Associates, 1989), 198, and in Dean C. Jessee, 
ed., The Papers of Joseph Smith, 2+ vols. (Salt Lake City: Deseret Book Co., 1989-92+), 2:262. 
Remained faithful to Smith until 1842.

HS:Hosea Stout diary, in Juanita Brooks, ed., On The Mormon Frontier: The Diary ofHosea 
Stout, 1844-1861, 2 vols. (Salt Lake City: University of Utah Press, 1964). Remained a faithful 
Mormon in Nauvoo and Utah. 

JC:John Cleminson testimony, in Document Containing the Correspondence, Orders, &c In 
Relation to the Disturbances With the Mormons, 114-16. Remained a faithful Mormon in 
Nauvoo where he was endowed in the temple. 

JDL:John D. Lee, Mormonism Unveiled; or the Life and Confessions of the Late Mormon 
Bishop, John D. Lee... (St. Louis: Bryan, Brand & Co., 1877), who named himself and others as 
Danites at the election-day conflict in Gallatin (58-59, 73), and wrote (73) that all participants in 
the Battle of Crooked River were Danites. This is supported by Journal History of the Church, 6 
Aug. 1838, 7, which quotes JDL account, deletes Lee's Danite references, yet puts the account 
after the description (3-6) of the Danite affiliation and oath of the Mormon participants. 
Remained a faithful Mormon in Nauvoo and Utah until his excommunication in 1 870, after 
which he bitterly rejected Brigham Young.

Without using the word "Danire," Rollins listed twelve "young men" including himself whom 
Smith appointed as scouts for the Mormon operation against Millport. Because multiple sources 
verify that ten of the twelve were Danites, I use this source here. 

JLB:John L. Butler account of his Danite oath and the names of some of the Danites involved in 
the fight at Gallatin with anti-Mormons, recorded in Journal History of the Church, 6 Aug. 1838, 
3-6. Remained a faithful Mormon in Nauvoo and Utah. 

JMA: Justus Morse affidavit, 23 Mar. 1887, LDS archives, with exact transcription in fd 3, box 
22, H. Michael Marquardt papers, Manuscripts Division, Marriott Library. History of the Church, 
5:302, describes Joseph Smith's visit with Morse in 1843 at Ramus, Illinois. Remained a faithful 
Mormon in Nauvoo and Iowa, then a faithful member of the Reorganization. 

JMT:Jeremiah Myers testimony, in Document Containing the Correspondence, Orders, &c In 
Relation to the Disturbances With the Mormons, 131-32. Apparently left Mormonism in late 
1838. 

JNS:JohnN. Sapp affidavit, 4 Sept. 1838, in Document Containing the Correspondence, Orders, 
&c In Relation to the Disturbances With the Mormons, 17. Left Mormonism in late 1838. 

JS:John Smith diary, 4, 18 Aug., 1 Sept. 1838, George A. Smith Family papers, Manuscripts 
Division, Marriott Library. Remained a faithful Mormon in Nauvoo and Utah. 

LAS:Luman A. Shurtliff manuscript autobiography (1807-51), 120, 122, 125, for Aug. 1838, 
LDS archives. Most of the Danite references were deleted from the typescripts at Utah State 
Historical Society and in Lee Library. Remained a faithful Mormon in Nauvoo and Utah. 

LDY:Lorenzo Dow Young autobiography, typescript, Lee Library, also in James Amasa Little, 
"Biography of Lorenzo Dow Young," Utah Historical Quarterly 14 (Jan.-Oct. 1946): 52-53. 
Distanced himself from Avard, but acknowledged his Danite affiliation and his taking orders 
from Danite officers. Remained a faithful Mormon in Nauvoo and Utah.

&c In Relation to the Disturbances With the Mormons, 109-10. Remained a faithful Mormon in 
Nauvoo and Utah.

History of the Church, 4:454, deleted the names of Joseph Holbrook and 
John Telford. JMA, without naming them, referred to these Danite friends who asked him, as a 
fellow Danite, to hide their stolen goods at his house (in Ramus).

RPM:Reed Peck manuscript, Henry E. Huntington Library, San Marino, California, with 
photocopy in Marriott Library, and typescript in The Reed Peck Manuscript: An Important 
Document Written in 1839 Concerning the Mormon War in Missouri and the Danite Band (Salt 
Lake City: Modem Microfilm, [1965]). Left Mormonism in late 1838. 

RPT:Reed Peck testimony, in Document Containing the Correspondence, Orders, &c In Relation 
to the Disturbances With the Mormons, 1 16-120. Left Mormonism in late 1838. 

S A: Sampson Avard testimony, in Document Containing the Correspondence, Orders, &c In 
Relation to the Disturbances With the Mormons, 98, concerning which of the indicted Mormons 
(97, 119, 125, 132, 140, 143, 149-50, 153-58) he knew were Danites in his capacity as Danite 
chief in Far West, with added identifications on 99, 107-108. However, some of the men Avard 
did not know as Danites at Far West were men who joined the Danites at Adam-ondi-Ahman 
where Lyman Wight presided over the band. Left Mormonism in late 1838.

WJL:"List of Mormons In Missouri, 1831-1841," in Lewis, "Mormon Land Ownership," 88-166, 
is cited to demonstrate that particular names are accurate despite name similarity with other 
Danites or despite absence of reference to these persons in Black, Membership of The Church oj 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 1830-1848. 

WS:William Swartzell, Mormonism Exposed, Being a [Daily] Journal of a Residence in 



Missouri from the 28th of May to the 20th of August, 1838 (Pekin, OH: A. Ingram Jr., Printer, 
1840). Left Mormonism in August 1838. 

WTMC: Written testimony of Moses Clawson, 9, Lee Library. Remained a faithful Mormon in 
Nauvoo and Utah. 

WWP:William W. Phelps testimony, in Document Containing the Correspondence, Orders, &c 
In Relation to the Disturbances With the Mormons, 124-25. Reinstated to LDS church in 1840, 
became Smith's trusted confidant again, and died a faithful Mormon in Utah.
